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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has amended independent claims 1, 9, 17and 20 to include limitation "a value with all three bits 
having logical value of one indicates that all bitplanes are to be truncated. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Lynch (US 6,229,929) shows in col. 14, lines 
41-51, specifying a scalar quantization with power of two step size using three bits values to specify a number of bitplanes to be 
truncated during the quantization . Lynch has not explicitly shown with all three bits having a logical value of one indicates all bit planes 
are to be truncated. In the same field of endeavor Raghunath shows quantization of coefficients using 2 power N (Raghunath, col. 3, 
lines 65-67 thru col. 4, lines 1-2, "coefficient values are represented by positional bits corresponding to increasing or decreasing powers 
of two which is equivalent 2 power N ") and shows with all bits having identical logical value indicates that all bit-plane are be 
truncated (Raghunath, Figure 3, col 5, lines 33-40, "Figure 3 shows coefficient is operated by bit truncation function which causes least 
significant bits to be dropped. Truncated coefficients is sent to a decision function which looks to see if the bit representation of the 
truncated coefficients [N] is all Ts and if so operates to reset the value of coefficients to zero" which is equivalent to all bits having 
identical logical value indicates that all bit-plane are be truncated). Therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to use the teaching of Raghunath of truncating all bits of coefficients in the system of Lynch 
when all bits of 8-bit coefficients [111] ] having identical logical value because such a system provide discarding or resetting small 
positive coefficient thereby reducing storage needed in an image processing circuit . 
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
